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Who is responsible for the Canada Student Loans 
Program? 


The Canada Student Loans Program is funded by the 
federal government and administered by the participating 
provinces under administrative criteria agreed upon between 
the two levels of government. Provincial governments reserve 
the right to apply more stringent criteria within the province 
concerned. The essential features of these agreed criteria are 
contained in this brochure. 


2 What is the purpose of the program? 


The purpose of the Canada Student Loans Program 1s to 
provide loan assistance towards meeting the costs of full-time 
study at the post-secondary level of education as a supple- 
ment to other resources available to students from their fami- 
lies, their own efforts and other student awards. 


What are the basic principles used in administering 

the program? 
The following principles underlie the administrative 

processes: 

(a) The responsibility for the costs of post-secondary 
education of the individual student remains primarily with 
the parent (guardian, sponsor, or immediate family) 
and/or the student. 
(b) Governments at all levels are interested in supplement- 
ing the resources of the student and his family and any 
resources available through educational institutions or 
other sources where needed, and thus assist all qualified 
students in reaching their educational potential. 
(c) It is desirable that the concepts and criteria used by 
governments and institutions in determining the need for 
loans, bursaries and other forms of assistance to students 
should be coordinated within a province by the provincial 
authority concerned. 


(d) It is desirable to coordinate among the provinces the 
concepts and criteria of need applied in administering 
federal assistance in this field in order to ensure equitable 
treatment of all applications. 


& What are the conditions to qualify for a student loan? 


A loan authorization may be issued to you only if you meet 
all the following conditions: 

e Youareat the time of application for a loan, 

(a) a Canadian citizen 
or . 

(b) a permanent resident (as defined in the Immigration 
Act) 

NOTE: 

You may not apply for assistance if you are studying in 

Canada on a student visa. 

e You area resident of a province that participates in the 

program. 

As a general rule, you are considered to be a resident ofthe 
province or territory in which your parents, guardians, 
foster parents or sponsor live at the time you apply or in 
which the family home is being maintained, even if one 
parent works in another province. If you are married or 
qualify as independent, you are considered a resident of 
the province in which you last lived for at least 12 consecu- 
tive months, excluding periods spent in post-secondary 
education. 

If you have been receiving assistance from one province as 
a Group A student and you become a Group B student (see 
Section 5) and you have not moved to another province, 
you should contact the province which has been assisting 
you for clarification of your residence status. 

NOTE: 

A student may not receive assistance from more than one 

province. 

If you are a permanent resident but do not qualify for 
residence in any one participating province, you should 
apply to the province in which you currently reside. 
The Province of Québec has chosen to operate its own 
provincial student assistance plan with terms and condi- 
tions similar to those of the Canada Student Loans 
Program. If you qualify as a resident of Québec, you 
should write for further information to:

e You have attained a satisfactory scholastic standard. 
Generally, you are considered to have attained this if you 
satisfy the entrance requirements for, or are in good 
standing in, a specified post-secondary institution. 


e You are or will be a full-time student for the period of 
study for which you are applying for assistance. 
For the purpose of the Canada Student Loans Program, 
you must be enrolled in a course of studies at the post- 
secondary level at an eligible educational institution and 
carry at least 60% of the full academic course load in order 
to qualify as a full-time student. 
You are not eligible for further assistance under the pro- 
gram once you have been in school for a total of 120 
months after the first period of study in which you ob- 
tained your first Canada Student Loan has been 
completed. 


e You are enrolled, or qualified to enroll, in a post- 
secondary course of studies at a specified educational insti- 
tution situated anywhere in the world, that has been desig- 
nated by your province, for a course of studies of not less 
than 12 weeks. . 

e You satisfy the appropriate authority that the resources 

available to you are insufficient to enable you to meet the 

educational costs involved (see Sections 9 & 10). 

e You are not in default on previous Canada Student Loans. 
If your obligations with respect to repayment of previous 
student loans have not been met, you may not be eligible 
for further assistance under the program. You will be 

_ advised in this regard by your provincial authority. 

You make application to the provincial authority of your 

province (see Section 7). 

WHERE YOU ARE IN ANY DOUBT CONCERNING 

YOUR ELIGIBILITY, CONTACT THE APPROPRIATE 

AUTHORITY FOR YOUR PROVINCE (SEE SECTION 22) 

OR ITS AGENCY WHICH ALONE CAN DETERMINE 

THESE REQUIREMENTS IN SPECIFIC CASES. 


5 How are applicants classified? 


GroupA- Youarea Group A student (i.e., deemed to be 

students financially dependent upon your parents, 
guardians or sponsor) unless you qualify as a 
Group B student. 


Group B- You are a Group B student (i.e., deemed to be 

students financially independent of your parents, guard- 
ians, or sponsor) if: 

e You have no parent, guardian or sponsor (parent, guard- 

ian or sponsor has died or disappeared) 

or 

e You are married or a single parent. 

e You have been out of secondary school for four calendar 

years 

or 

e You have been in the labor force for 24 months, each 

period of which was at least 12 consecutive months. 


6 How much may be borrowed? 


You may borrow only as much as the provincial authority 
determines that you need for your educational program from 
information that you provide in your application (see 
Sections 9 & 10). 

The maximum student loan amount that may be author- 
ized to you is up to $56.25 per week for each week of the 
period of studies, with an overall maximum of $9,800 for 
your entire educational period. If you are in a semester of 
13-15 weeks, which is part of a longer course of at least 26 
weeks, you may be authorized $900 in total; and, if you are in 
a period of study of 26 to 31 weeks you may receive up to 
$1,800. If will be in your interest to borrow as little as 
possible. Do not forget that after ceasing to be a full-time 
student you will have to repay these student loans and you 
may, at that time, have other financial obligations. 


Where may applications for a Canada Student Loan 
be obtained? 


Application forms for student aid are available from the 
provincial authority in your province (see Section 22). In 
many cases they are available from the awards offices of 
eligible institutions in that province. 


8 Is the Social Insurance Number important? 


YOUR APPLICATION CANNOT BE PROCESSED 
UNLESS IT BEARS YOUR CORRECT SOCIAL 
INSURANCE NUMBER. 


If you do not have a Social Insurance Number, you must 
first apply for one through any Canada Employment Centre 
or Post Office in Canada. A card indicating your number will 
be made available to you and you should be prepared to 
present this to the provincial authority and to the lending 
institution chosen by you when completing any 
documentation. 


What costs will be taken into consideration in the 
assessment of need for financial assistance? 


(a) FEES — all compulsory fees of the school attended, 
including, where appropriate, fees of professional or other 
societies, membership in which is obligatory for you in con- 
nection with your period of studies. 
(b) PRESCRIBED BOOKS AND INSTRUMENTS to the 
extent allowed by the provincial authority. 
(c) BOARD AND LODGING (allowed for single students 
only; married students and single parents see (h) below). 
e If you are living away from home in a university 
residence, the actual cost of residence fees is allowed. 
e If you are living away from home in private accommo- 
dation (e.g., boarding house), an amount established by 
the provincial authority, based on the average cost of 
accommodation in the region concerned, is allowed. 


e Ifyou area student living at home, $45.00 per week is 
allowed for each week in the period of study. 
NOTE: 
A married student is given this allowance only if living in 
separate accommodation from the spouse for the purpose of 
attending an educational institution. 


(d) MISCELLANEOUS ALLOWANCE (is allowed for 
single students only, excluding single parents) $22.25 per 
week for each week in the period of study to cover incidental 
expenses (e.g., laundry, personal care, etc.). 

(e) LOCAL TRANSPORTATION (is allowed for single 
students only, excluding single parents) — an allowance for 
local transportation to commute between residence and 
school in an amount and in circumstances established by the 
provincial authority and based on average cost of public 
transport in the region. . 

(f) RETURN TRANSPORTATION — if you are living away 
from your parents’ home because it is not within commuting 
distance of your institution, you will be allowed one return 
trip for each academic period of 17 weeks or less to your 
permanent home by the most sensible and reasonable means 
of transportation, subject to a maximum of $300 for each 
such period. 

NOTE: 

A married student is given this allowance only if living in 
separate accommodation from the spouse for the purpose of 
attending an educational institution. 


(g) MEDICAL INSURANCE PREMIUMS — if you are 
single and no longer come under your parents’ insurance 
coverage, you will be allowed to claim the cost of medical 
insurance for one person. 


(h) NEGATIVE MAINTENANCE ALLOWANCE — if you 
are married, or a single parent, your income (and that of your 
spouse where applicable) will be balanced against your allow- 
ances for family maintenance (such as income tax, medical 
insurance, medical and dental expenses, a family maintenance 
allowance of $10,700 for married students or $7,730 for single 
parents for a calendar year, allowance for each of your 
children (see Section 11)). If your total family income is less 
than the allowance for these maintenance expenses, the 
difference is considered an allowable educational cost. 


] What resources are expected to be available to meet 
the above costs? 


(a) FAMILY CONTRIBUTION 
e Group A students — your parents, guardians or 
sponsor are required to make a contribution to your educa- 
tional costs which is in direct proportion to parental 
income and the number of dependents they must support. 
A portion of assets may be considered (see Section 11 for 
details of the Parental Contribution Table). 
¢ Group B single students — your parents are not 
required to contribute to your education but, if they do so, 
any contribution will be included as a resource. 


e Group B married students (and students who are single 
parents) — your total family income (including that of 
your spouse where applicable), will be balanced against 
allowed costs for family maintenance (see Section 9(h)). If 
your income is more than the allowed costs this amount 
will be counted as a resource towards meeting your educa- 
tional costs (tuition and books). A portion of your assets 
may be considered as a portion of your contribution. 
(b) STUDENT CONTRIBUTION (single students only, 
excluding single parents) — if you have a summer break (or 
an equivalent period between periods of study), you will be 
required to contribute 45% of the minimum wage for your 
province times the number of weeks you are available for 
work for a standard number of hours, and/or a proportion of 
gross earnings after deducting the costs of living and earning 
as determined by the provincial authority. If you have been 
unable to obtain employment you may be required to provide 
evidence that you attempted to obtain employment. If you 
have been in the labor force for a period longer than the 
summer break, you will be expected to contribute an amount 
from your income determined by your province. A deduction 
for contributions to unemployment insurance and pension 
plans is allowed if you have been required to pay such 
contributions. 


(c) SCHOLARSHIP AND MERIT AWARDS, less an 
exemption of $500 on the total value. 


(d) BURSARIES AND OTHER AWARDS BASED ON 
NEED. 


(e) INCOME FROM INVESTMENTS AND OTHER 
REVENUE PRODUCING ASSETS (taken as a direct 
resource for single students; included in income for married 
students). A portion of your assets may be counted as a 
resource at the option of the provincial authority. 


(f) PART-TIME EARNINGS, less $30 for each week of your 
period of study (taken as a direct resource for single students; 
included in income for married students). 


(g) OTHER RESOURCES YOU MIGHT HAVE. 


li What proportion of income are parents required to 
contribute towards educational costs? (Group A 
students only) 


The required parental contribution (see below) is made up 
of two parts. First, the ‘‘Basic Per Week Contribution’’ — 
this corresponds to your parents’ cost of maintaining you at 
home. Second, the ‘‘Additional Per Year Contribution’? — 
this consists of a portion of your parents’ net income above 
that required to maintain a family of comparative size at a 
moderate standard of living. 

In calculating a required contribution, deductions from 
gross income of parents are made for the following items: 

e income tax paid 

® substantiated uninsured medical and dental expenses in 

excess of $400 

e if both parents work - 10% of the lower income toa 

maximum of $1,340 (cost of earning) 


e an allowance of 8% of gross income for retirement and 
U.L.C. benefits 

¢ support costs for dependent relatives (other than 
children) over 21 years of age to a maximum of $1,670 

e if both parents work — actual cost of child care claimed 
subject to a maximum to be set by the province 
concerned 

e an additional housing allowance for families varying 
with the number of children or dependent relatives 

e dependent children’s allowance as follows: 
age 0-11 years - $1,200 
age 12 - 15 years - $2,030 
over - 15 years - $2,340 

e substantiated exceptional expenses. 


The balance of your parents’ gross income remaining after 
deduction of each of the above allowances, as are applicable, 
is the Net Effective Income of your parents. The Net Effec- 
tive Income determines their contribution to your educational 
costs as indicated in the Parental Contribution Table below, 
which takes into account the standard living expenses such as 
support for your parents, household operation, basic medical 
costs, etc. The total contribution is determined by multiplying 
the ‘‘Basic Per Week’’ figure opposite the Net Effective In- 
come concerned by the number of weeks in the course and, if 
applicable, adding any figure in the ‘‘Additional Per Year’”’ 
column. You will note that there are lower ‘‘Basic Per Week’’ 
rates in respect of each child where more than one is attending 
a post-secondary institution. Where more than one child is 
attending post-secondary education, the ‘‘Additional Per 
Year’’ contribution is divided by the number of such children 
and the result is added to the ‘‘Basic Per Week’’ times the 
number of weeks in the period of study to determine the total 
contribution for each child in post-secondary education.

12 What if the aid granted is insufficient? 


If you feel that your circumstances were not fully taken 
into account in the initial assessment of your need, or if your 
circumstances have changed since completing your applica- 
tion, you should appeal your case to the provincial authority 
or to an institution delegated by that province. You must be 
prepared to justify your appeal. 


t What will happen if the information provided on an 
application form is not correct? 


Some provinces verify 100% of the information on the 
application forms before the student’s need is assessed; other 
provinces verify application forms after they have been 
assessed. You may be requested at any time to document the 
information contained on your form. If an appeal, or the 
receipt by a provincial authority of subsequent information, 
results in a reassessment of your need for assistance and the 
reassessment indicates the initial assessment was too low, you 
will be issued further assistance within the limits available 
under the program. If a reassessment indicates a lesser enti- 
tlement, you will be required to repay the excess from the 
earlier award.

EVERY PERSON, WHO, IN RESPECT OF A CANADA 
STUDENT LOAN, KNOWINGLY MAKES ANY FALSE

4 How are applicants informed of the result of an 
assessment? 


If you do not qualify for a student loan, you will be so 
notified by the provincial authority. If you qualify for a 
student loan, the provincial authority will provide you witha 
Certificate of Eligibility (Schedule 1) which is your authority 
to negotiate a student loan in the amount indicated on the 
Certificate of Eligibility (see Section 15). 

NOTE: 

You must make yourself aware of the terms and conditions 
and the obligations you undertake when negotiating the 
Student Loan. Carefully read the reverse side of all Canada 
Student Loan documents you receive. 
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15 How are student loans negotiated? 


If you receive a Certificate of Eligibility (Schedule 1) you 
must take it to the educational institution you attend to have 
your enrolment confirmed thereon and then, within 30 days 
and before the period of study end date, take the form to any 
Canadian chartered bank branch (or other lending institution 
designated as a bank for the purposes of this program). 


At the bank you must declare any previous Canada 
Student Loans you may have negotiated (including any you 
may have repaid) and, if these are or were maintained at any 
other branch of any bank, arrange transfer of the student 
loans BEFORE you can complete negotiation of your new 
student loan. These student loans must be in order beforea 
transfer can be made. 


If your Certificate of Eligibility authorizes your student 
loan in two disbursements, you must obtain a Schedule 2 form 
from a designated institution or bank and have your enrol- 
ment confirmed by the educational institution. The Schedule 
2 must be presented to the bank within 30 days of signature 
and before the period of study end date. The same procedure 
is required for each negotiation of funds after the first 
negotiation of your Certificate of Eligibility. 


16 Is security required to obtain a student loan? 


No. Your student loan will be guaranteed to the lender by 
the federal government. It will not be necessary for you to put 
up security or have anyone other than yourself sign the 
student loan agreement. 


7 What about interest on the student loan? 


Upon negotiation of a Certificate of Eligibility, the federal 
government will pay the interest on the student loan in the pe- 
riod of study concerned and for a six month ‘‘grace’’ period 
afterwards. If you receive a student loan in a subsequent 
period of study, the negotiation of the new Certificate of 
Eligibility will maintain your earlier student loans in interest- 
free status for the period of study concerned, provided it has 
been negotiated before your ‘‘grace’’ period has expired. If 
you do not negotiate a further Certificate of Eligibility, but 
continue in full-time study and wish to maintain your student 
loans in interest-free status, you must obtain a Confirmation 
of Enrolment (Schedule 2) from your bank, have it signed and 
dated by the educational institution you are attending and 
return it to the bank (a) within 30 days of the date signed, (b) 
before your grace period expires and (c) before the end of the 
month indicated as the period of study end date on the docu- 
ment concerned. Failure to comply with these requirements 
will result in loss of your interest-free status for the period to 
the date of filing a new Confirmation of Enrolment. 
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If you return to full-time studies after you have com- 
menced repayment of your loans, you may reinstate your 
student loans to interest-free status by obtaining a new 
Certificate of Eligibility or a Confirmation of Enrolment and 
presenting it to your bank as described above. The bank may 
require that your interest payments be brought up to date 
before reinstating your student loan. 


When you cease to be a full-time student you must within 
the following six-month period sign a Consolidated Guaran- 
teed Student Loan Agreement (Schedule 3) with your bank in 
respect of any outstanding loans. This agreement will specify 
the rate of interest to be charged and your terms of repay- 
ment. The rate charged cannot exceed the rate, established 
from time to time by regulations, which is in effect on the 
date you complete your Consolidated Guaranteed Student 
Loan Agreement or on the last day of the sixth month after 
the month in which you cease your full-time studies (which- 
ever is the earlier date). Note that this is mot the rate that is in 
effect for consolidations when you actually receive the funds. 


18 What obligations are assumed with a student loan? 


Once you have received a Canada Student Loan, the 
following responsibilities are yours: 


© toread and comply with the Instructions to Student and 
the Terms and Conditions printed on the reverse of your 
student loan documentation; 

¢ to maintain close liaison with your bank at all times and 
to notify bank officials of any change of name or ad- 
dress as they occur; 

e¢ to provide in each period of study in which you are en- 
rolled as a full-time student, proof that you are so en- 
rolled (by means of a new Schedule 1 or a Schedule 2). 
This must be signed by the educational institution while 
you are still enrolled for the period of study to which the 
schedule applies; 

e tocontact your bank within six months of ceasing to be 
a full-time student and complete the necessary Consol- 
idated Guaranteed Student Loan Agreement (Schedule 
3); 

e to repay the student loan in the time and amounts 
specified on the Consolidated Guaranteed Student Loan 
Agreement and to discuss the situation with the bank 
immediately if it appears that you may be unable to do 
so. In such cases, a revision of your payment terms can 
usually be arranged to take account of any temporary 
financial difficulties. 


STUDENTS WHO DO NOT COMPLY WITH THESE 
OBLIGATIONS MAY NOT BE PERMITTED FURTHER 
ASSISTANCE OR INTEREST-FREE STATUS UNDER 
THE PROGRAM and must expect that normal commercial 
methods will be used to bring student loans into order. In the 
event that a bank submits a claim to the federal government 
in respect of a student loan and the government reimburses 
the bank, the borrower must expect the Department of the 


Secretary of State, or its duly appointed agents, to take what- 
ever steps are necessary in the name of the Crown to recover 
the debt, including use of a collection agency or legal action 
through the Department of Justice. 


However, if a student has complied with all the require- 
ments, but defaulted on the student loan for reasons beyond 
his control, the student may be eligible for further assistance 
and should write to the Department of the Secretary of State 
at the address below explaining the circumstances. 


19 What is the repayment period? 


The bank will determine the repayment terms of your 
student loan after taking into account the size of your debt 
and your probable ability to repay. The repayment period is 
determined by the size of the loan. 


You may repay your student loan in full or in part at any 
time in advance or increase the size and/or frequency of your 
payments, if and whenever you wish, without extra cost or 
penalty. 


20 Who assumes responsibility for a student loan upon 
the death of the borrower? 


The federal government will repay your student loans to 
the lender and the debt will be cancelled. No liability for the 
debt will remain with your family. 


21 Where is additional information obtainable? 


e additional information concerning your eligibility for a 
student loan may be obtained from your provincial 
authority (see Section 22);
